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Ottawa, Sept. 11— In Capital circles 
there is a deep and abiding satisfac- 
tion at the courageous word boldly 
spoken at the Lord Mayor of London's 
luncheon last Thursday. With human 
ity tottering on the edge of an abyss, 
it is felt that it was a time for the 
stark truth and that with the unbrok- 
en and expanding goodwill of a cen- 
tury and a quarter between the Eng- 
lish speaking countries of this hem- 
isphere, who was better fiited to ‘ell 
that truth than the Prime Minister 
of this Dominion? There was no barb 
whatever in the words spoken by a 
lifelong friend of the United States, 
just the plain truth of freedom’s dire 
need of the full aid of the entire as 
yet unconquered world. 

Canada is taking further steps to 
buckle on her economic armor more 
firmly. This country’s war effort, sub- 
stantial though it is with the enlist- 
ing, training and equipping men for 
the three fighting services and with 
the production of materials of war, 
has not yet become completely fused 
with the life of the people. There has 

been a persistent campaign, in 
which finance minister  Ilsley has 
played a prominent part, in which an 
appeal has been made to the people 
voluntarily to save, to curb civilian 
use of essential war materials and 
generally to cut their method of liv- 
ing cloth to the measure of war's de- 
mand. Oil controller Cottrelle has 
been urging reduction in the private 
use of gasoline, and his last word is 
that restrictions by the government 
are inevitable. 

The minister of munitions and sup- 
ply, C. D. Howe, who has a board con- 
trolling 11 goods and services, includ- 
ing steel, oil and metals, has appoint- 
ed a controller of supplies to bring 
under control whatever other commod- 
ities he feels should be included. Rub- 
ber and silk have been added to con- 
trolled commodities, the government 
has “frozen” stocks of silk and fur- 
ther regulations are forthcoming. The 
rubber and silk situation has been 
affected by the uncertain atmosphere 
of the West Pacific. The munitions 
department at the same time has in- 
structed manufacturers of war mat- 
erials to enter their priorities claim 
for needed goods imported from the 
United States so that these priority 
ratings may be dovetailed in the 
strict regulations that have been put 
into effect by the priorities and allo- 
cation board in the United States. 
Canadian plants will receive the same 
treatment as American war factories. 
This aids in the general work of co- 
ordinating war production in Canada 
and the United States which is being 
studied by a joint committee. 

The munitions department through 
its system of control has adopted a 
definite principle of “tightening up” 
on the manufacture of goods for dom- 
estic purposes which consume mater- 
fals needed for war plants. This prin- 
ciple is and will be applied to all ma- 
terials of which there is a threatened 
shortage of supply. The manufacture 
of motor cars for example has been 
reduced for 1942 to 42 per cent of the 
1940 figure. There may be a further 
reduction, Where the output of plants 
is reduced, they are given war orders 
to make up the deficiency. In this 
connection the minister Mr Howe has 
explained that there is work for all 
factories ‘and he has been giving more 
and more work to prairle province 
factories and machine shops, 

The munitions minister has recent- 
ly given a very gratifying picture of 
Canada’s production of war equip- 
ment. Canadian factories could equip 
an infantry division within five 
weeks, Equipment from Canada is be- 
ing transported to Britain and her 
armies in various theatres of war, to 
British Dominions and far off China. 
Soon war materials will be shipped to 
Russia. 
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The export of feed grains from Can- 
ada has been brought under control 
through orders signed by Hon. James 
G. Gardiner, Dominion Minister of 
Agriculture and published in an extra 
issue of the Canada Gazette. One of 
these orders prohibits the export from 
Canada of oats, barley, and any com- 
bination or mixture of these or of eith- 


er of them with other feed grains, 
whole or ground, unless such_ ship- 
ment is accompanied by a_ permit 


signed by or on behalf of the Minister 
of Trade and Commerce, A second or 
der brings under similar control 
wheat of grade 4 or lower grades. 
This action in bringing under license 
the export of coarse grains and the 
lower grades of wueat is in line with 
measures that have already been ta- 
ken to exercise rigid control of ex- 
port in the case of milk-feeds and 
other feeds and feed ingredients. 


The Navy League of Canada 
Does Valuable Work 

Rallying to support the Navy Lea- 
gue of Canada in its work of assisting 
widows and orphans of the men of 
the merchant marine and their de- 
pendents; maintaining Sailors’ Homes 
and Institutes in our large Canadian 
ports from coast to coast and looking 
after the welfare of the seamen when 
ashore; training boys and young men 
and helping to make better Canadian 
citizens of them, the citizens of 
Strathmore subscribed $20.00 to this 
cause in a recent campaign here con- 
ducted by Fred Cooke, organizer of 
the Alberta Division, 1107, 15th Ave. 
West, Calgary, Alberta. 


Further regulations will soon be is- 
sued by the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board, the powers of which were re- 
cently increased and which will here- 
after be working in close cooperation 
with the War Industries Control 
Board of the department of munitions 
and supply. These two boards under 
their respective ministers have wide 
powers over the economic life of the 
country. Both have the same major 
goal, that of giving increasing momen- 
tum to the economic war effort. The 
prices board approached its duties 
primarily from the angle of the con- 


sumer by watching prices and pre- 
venting inflation and _ exploitation, 
Even from the first however this 


board has had in the case of wool and 
coal the duty of aiding in the supply 
to war industry. Now its responsibil- 
ities are expanding to blanket the 
whole civilian economic life so that 
the war industries may be kept at full 
blast. 

There is every indication that the 
outlook for farmers in Canada _ will 
improve in the coming year, This is 
the opinion confidently expressed by 
minister of agriculture, Gardiner, The 
barriers on full out export to Britain 
are heing let down, a situation result- 
ing in part at least from the improve- 
ment in the war of the Atlantic, and 
the expansion in the American pro- 
gram of ship construction. A concrete 
proof of the widening of the British 
market is found in the bacon agree- 
ment which is for “not less than” 
600 million pounds of Wiltshire sides 
for the coming year. Britain may con- 
tract with Canada for 150 million Ibs 
of cheese instead of 112 million, the 
amount of the present contract, Wheat 
exports have been keeping up favor- 
ably in comparison with last year. 
The feed grain situation, aided by the 
prohibition on export, is becoming 
more satisfactory in regard to the 
amount available for livestock feed- 
ing. There is still the question of 
agreeing on some basis for shipments 
from the west to the east. A confer- 
ence of representatives of provincial 
governments and farm organizations 
will be called. Last year with the pro- 
vincial governments the Dominion de- 
partment paid one-half the freight on 
coarse grains intended for livestock 
feeding from west to east.

MAJOR F.G. CROSS 
LETHBRIDGE, DIES 


Lethbridge, Sept 10— Major Fred 
G. Cross, superintendent of the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway irrigation de- 
partment here and noted Western 
Canada artist, died at his home late 
Tuesday after a lingering illness. 

Born at Exeter, Devonshire, Eng- 
land, in 1881, he came to Canada in 
1906 and joined the irrigation depart- 
ment of the C. P. R. in 1907. He ser- 
ved overseas with the Canadian Rail- 
way Corps from 1915 until the end of 
the last war, and was demobilized 
with the rank of major. 

In 1919 he was appointed canal sup- 
erintendent of the company’s Eastern 
Irrigation District at Brooks, and in 
1925 assistant superintendent of oper- 
ations and maintenance of the E.LD. 
In January of 1936 he assumed the po- 
sition held at the time of his death. 

Major Cross was a member of the 
Engineering Institute of Canada and 
a registered professional engineer. 
Noted As Artist— 

A noted artist in Western Canada 
he was vice-president of the Canadian 
Water Color Society and an associate 
of the Royal College of Art, 

Surviving Major Cross is his widow 
Margaret, formerly Margaret Green- 
wood of Whitby, Ontario, a sister of 
Sir Hamar Greenwood of England.

The Wartime Prices 
And Trade Board 


The Wartime Industries Control 
Board, under the chairmanship of R. 
C, Berkinshaw, and the Wartime Pri- 
ces and Trade Board, under the chair- 
manship of H. B. McKinnon, have both 
been enlarged to provide for an_ in- 
terlocking membership. 

In brief one order makes the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board, as now 
enlarged, the supreme authority in the 


field of price-control; the other pro- 
vides that the reconstituted War- 
time Industries Control Board shall 


be in complete control of the supply 


and allocation of commodities and 

miterials essential to the war effort. 
The enlarged Wartime Prices and 

Trade Board is to have control in the 


price field over all Boards of the fed- 
eral and provincial governments in- 
cluding the controls established by 
the Departments of Munitions and 
Supply, Agricuiture, and Fisheries, 
and provincial bodies exercising price 
contro] over such commodities as 
milk, fruit, vegetables, and other pro- 
ducts and services. In practice the 
effect will be that all such bodies will 
continue their present functions and 
present their price recommendations 
for concurrence to the Wartime Pri- 
ces and Trade Board, 

Powers of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board now include the author- 
ity to fix minimum as well as maxi- 
mum prices and mark-ups, and to pro- 
hibit the purchase, sale, or supply of 
goods and services at variance with 
such prices. The Board will now also 
have power to prescribe the terms and 
conditions under which any goods or 
services may be sold or supplied 
“whether on terms of deferred pay- 
ment or otherwise.” This reference 
in the Order obviously is the so-cal- 
led “instalment buying” plan.

WORLD OF WHEAT 


(By H. G L. Strange)

Director— The Crop Testing Plan 


A recommendation has been 
to the Dominion Government to 
hibit the export out of Canada of oats, 
barley and of feed wheat, all in order 
to conserve these grains for animal 
feeding in Canada; this conservation 
being considered necessary because 
the coarse grain crop is less than it 
was last year and because in addition 
an increase has occurred in Western 
hog population. 

My own rough estimate is that the 
coarse grains will be about 50 million 
bushels under the amount required as 
compared with last year’s needs, Can- 
ada has, however, an abundance of 
wheat, and 30 million bushels of 
wheat has the same feeding value for 
hogs as 50 million bushels of coarse 
grains. 

My own suggestion, therefore, is 
that there should be no prohibition of 
the export of coarse grains and feed 
wheat abroad because our hog pro- 
ducers can easily use wheat in place 
of these exported coarse grains, and 
these exports will certainly tend to 
raise the prices of these grains; a 
price increase our farmers badly need. 

Considering the relative hog feed: | 
ing values of wheat, oats and barley 
based on feeding experiments, and 
taking into consideration today’s 
grain prices, I calculate that wheat 
costs less to feed to hogs today than 
oats, and that wheat is no more ex- 
pensive than barley.

| Warning To Poultrymen— 

' It has come to the attention of the 
| Department that there are quite a few 
flocks suffering from severe Enter- 
itis. This condition is due to the fact 
that poultrymen are feeding new 
wheat in which there is a large pro 
portion of immature kernels. This | 
type of wheat should not be fed until 
it has an opportunity to age at least 
one month: A large part of this diffi- 
culty is experienced in districts where 
they are combining on uneven ground 
— maturity. is not uniform and this 
condition is intensified where grain 
is damp. Attention given to the proper 
curing and ageing of wheat to be fed 
to poultry will control this condition. 


The Fall Seeding of Grasses— 

In seeding grasses, the cholee of a 
suitable seed time is an important fac- 
tor if a satisfactory stand is to be 
secured. Grass seed will germinate 
best and seedling sunvival will be high 
est if seeding is done in a relatively 
cool pediod of the year. This is espec 
ially true in the warm sections of the

$1.00 Wheat Rejected 
the Western 


Win officials of 
Wheat Pools met with Oitawa of- 


ficials a short time ago, they received 
a very courteous hearing, but little 
Satisfaction, according to their story 
on arriving back. 

The Pools were making four re- 
quests of the Government; to increase 
the initial payment for wheat to one 
to freeze 
the carryover stock as a war emer- 
gency resenve; that sales of wheat 
from August first should be classed 
as crop year '41-42, and that 1941-42 
should be declared an emergency 
year 
ance Act. Hon. T. A. Crerar, Minister 
of Trade and Commerce wired his ans- 
wer, after being requested a second 
time for an answer to the effect that 
number one could not be granted, 
that two and three were in accord 
with the government’s present policy, 
and that four was being considered, 
but it was unlikely to be granted. 

Certainly the request of the Pools 
was not unreasonable; anyone cogni- 
zant of the situation in the west this 
year must recognize that seventy 
cents a bushel will not pay high rates 
of interest, nor even a good standard 
of living. The government has_ seen 
fit to grant cost of living bonus to 
many varied lines of occupation, but 
they fail to admit that this increased 
cost goes back into the cost of pro- 
duction, is collected from the consum- 
er, and that eventually it lowers the 
standard of living of those who fail to 
get such a cost of living bonus. The 
United States has seen fit to establish 
approximately $1.16 as a parity price 
for wheat. Surely no one can prove, 
nor even argue, that the cost of living 
for the farmer across the border is 
sixty-five per cent higher than it is 
here. 

The Canadian farmer has knuckled 
down to his war-time tasks with all 
the hardihood of his pioneer forbears; 
when the government wanted bacon 
production stepped up, the hogs were 


forthcoming; when acreage had to be] 


reduced, the farmer seeded less 
wheat; when Britain called for more 
eggs, eggs were delivered in abund- 
ance, The government has received 
all the co-operation it asked for from 
the farmer --. surely it is time the fur- 
mer received a little support from the 
government. It is a poor game_ that 
cannot be played by both sides, 

In their brief to the Canadian gov- 
ernment, the Pools included the follow 
ing— 

“We realize fully the necessity of 
maintaining our war industries at 
the highest possible pitch of effic- 
iency, and that in order to reach 
this workers should enjoy fair and 
reasonable wage rates. We know of 
no foundation upan which the prin- 
ciple can be established that agri- 
culture should continue to produce 
supplies at prices below the cost 
of production in order that other 
groups of our population, which are 
already protected by cost of living 
bonus regulations, should enjoy a 
lower cost of*living at the expense 
of agriculture. 

“In this memorandum we _ have 
not tried to emphasize the unrest, 
dissatisfaction and anxiety now pre- 
vailing in the western provinces, 
largely as result of lack of adequate 
farm revenue to maintain reason- 
able living conditions. At the same 
time we would like to emphasize 
that, in spite of conditions at pres- 
ent prevailing, there are neither 
strikes nor lockouts in the agri- 
cultural industry.”

SLANG FOOLS 
ENEMY SPIES 


Fort Lewis, Wash.— The modern 
slang of the American soldier today 
is replacing code language formerly 
used by the United States army for 
sending military messages by radio 
or telephone while in the field. 

Slangtalk, over a field telephone— 
whose wires might run for 60 miles 
from a battlefield to corps headquar- 
ters— would be unintelligible to fore- 
ign agents tapping the wire, they be-
